Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 5-7, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps of: 
a detection unit operative to evaluate each RLP packet received from the input 
interface unit one RLP word at a time to detect for bytes of specific values one byte at a 
time, the detection unit is operative to detect for flag and escape bytes on in the 
received data, wherein the received RLP packet includes at least a portion of a PPP 
packet, in the specific combination as recited in the claims. 

Regarding claims 1 5 and 1 7, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps 

of: 

a detection unit operative to evaluate each RLP packet received from the input 
interface unit one RLP word at a time to detect for bytes of specific values one byte at a 
time, the detection unit is operative to detect for flag and escape bytes in the received 
data, in the specific combination as recited in the claims. 

Regarding claims 1 8 and 1 9, the prior art fails to teach a combination of the steps 

of: 

a detection unit operative to evaluate each RLP packet received from the input 
interface unit one RLP word at a time to detect for flag, escape, and invalid bytes one 
byte at a time, in the specific combination as recited in the claims.
